THE  FAMILY  GROUP 

We  have  been  eoncerne'^  l<»r' 

by  a family  or  group  of  families  which  wishes 
to  achieve  simultaneously  a full  measure  of  re- 
lationship with  their  children  and  an  adequate 
standard  of  living:  and  yet  have  time  and  funds 
for  much  needed  social  service  and  community 
work.  There  follows  a possible  olan  for  a co- 
operative community  to  achieve  these  ends. 

It  would  be  necessary  to  find  a rural  area 
where  four  or  five  families  could  own  adjacent 
properties  with  room  for  family  gardens  and 
livestock.  Crain  fields,  orchards,  pasturage 
and  farming  equipment  could  be  owned  in  common. 
Careful  cropplanning  together  with  every  avail- 
able scientific  aid  should  be  used.  The  aim 
would  be  to  raise  food  and  home  products  for 
the  group.  Each  v;orker  would  spend  approxi- 
mately half  his  time  in  working  his  own  land  or 
the  common  properties. 

In  conjunction  with  farming  for  self-sub- 
sistence, the  group  would  develop  a small  in- 
dustry which  could  net  an  adequate  cash  income 
for  each  family.  Any  surplus  would  be  reserved 
for  group  endeavor  in  social  service.  Each 
family  w-ould  have  one  or  more  workers  spend 
four  hours  a day  or  three  days  a week  working 
at  this  business. 

Possibilities  for  a small  business  are  num- 
erous. Perhaps  it  could  be  manufacture  and 
marketing  of  a specialty  product.  Toys,  gad- 
gets, marmalade- -the  list  could  be  long.  Or 
it  could  be  a specialized  service  suited  to  the 
locality  such  as  fruit  tree  spraying  and  graft- 
ing, or  repair  of  farm  and  electrical  equipment. 

By  this  living  and  working  close  together, 
the  husbands  would  he  able  to  farm  and  earn  a 
cash  income,  both  in  a normal  eight  hour  day. 
Time  and  energy  would  be  left  for  family  and 
community  life.  The  wives  could  also  share 
work  thereby  releasing  themselves  for  outside 
activities,  ^^uch  of  the  sewing,  laundry,  can- 
ning, and  food  preparation  could  be  done  to- 
gether. Child  care  could  be  alternated.  Laun- 
dry, refrigeration,  water  and  electrical  sys- 
tems could  be  shared.  The  housewife’s  enemies 
of  loneliness  and  monotony  would  be  avoided. 

All  of  this  would  be  merely  a preliminary  to 
the  real  aim  of  the  group.  Cooperation  and 
careful  planning  would  be  tools  to  sinplify  the 
mechanics  of  life.  The  aim  would  be  to  release 
all  members  of  the  group  for  more  profound  ex- 
ploration into  the  meaning  and  purpose  of  life. 

A group  of  families  living  and  working  toge- 
ther should  have  vast  opportunity  to  develop 
religious  meaning  and  significance  in  their 
lives.  They  would  have  time  for  their  child- 
ren; and  group  education  would  be  a major  con- 
cern. 

A functioning  eroup  attempting  thus  to 
achieve  a Kingdom  of  Heaven  within  our  present 
society  would  be  inspiration  for  similar  “lar- 
ger- fami  lies  ” to  develop.  They  could  furnish 
Leaven  for  the  community  in  which  they  live. 
They  could  be  a refuge  for  temporarily  dis- 
placed persons  such  as  returning  Japanese  and 
men  released  from  C.P.S.  The  fundamental  aim 
would  be  to  establish  a culture  in  which  those 
of  all  ages  could  live,  work,  and  grow  toge- 
ther in  the  love  of  God  and  their  fellowmen.

THE  INWARD  WATCH 

Four  years  ago  at  Quaker  Cove  one  of  the  con- 
cerns that  occupied  the  earnest  thought  of 
those  attending  the  P.C.A.F.  , was  how  could  the 
roots  of  the  Society  of  Friends  be  deepened 
again  to  render  the  present  day  Friends  as  ef- 
fective as  those  of  early  years. 

It  would  be  nothing  short  of  sacrilege  to 
suggest  an  agenda  for  the  conference.  Nor  do 
we  wish  to  do  so,  because  the  value  of  the 
gathering  will  be  as  it  always  has  been,  in  the 
concerns  that  arise  on^ the  occasion  and  from 
the  inner  depths.  But  as  individuals  who  may 
attend  the  P.C.A.F.  we  should  begin  to  plumb 
the  inner  depths  to  find,  perchance,  some  hid- 
den value  that  may  develop  into  a real  concern 
for  us  all. 

The  concern  expressed  four  years  aao  so  ably 
by  one  of  our  nunfcer  as  we  were  gathered  on  a 
high  rock  facing  toward  the  Pacific  Ocean  is  no 
less  a concern  for  us  today.  Perhaps  it  comes 
closer  to  us  as  individuals  today  who  ore  mem- 
bers of  the  Society  of  Friends.  We  have  been 
so  accustomed  to  pointing  the  accusing  finger 
at  the  Society  and  forgetting  that  we  are  oert 
of  the  difficulty.  Should  we  not  turn  the 
searchlight  inward  on  our  individual  lives?  Is 
there  any  better  method  by  which  a more  potent 
Society  of  P'riends  can  be  created  than  by  a 
process  of  self  analysis?  VlTnat  would  happen  at 
the  end  of  a year  i f we  all  did  just  that?  We 
would  probably  begin  to  understand  why  we  are 
so  often  blocked  in  our  efforts  to  attain  the 
better  life.  We  would  discover  within  ourselves 
such  undesirable  things  as  greed,  vanity,  hate, 
prejudice,  and  other  dividing  traits.  We  would 
begin  to  understand  why  we  love  to  give  our  ego 
rein  and  make  believe  that  we  are  seeking  to  do 
the  divine  will. 

We  tend  to  move  with  the  current  of  our  time. 
Only  the  strong  and  clear-seeing  can  move  a- 
gainst  the  current.  Rfeving  with  the  tide  seems 
so  justifiable.  Do  we  not  love  the  back-pat- 
ling  that  is  given  us  by  the  public,  and  even 
the  military  and  the  government  to  some  extent? 
Our  renowned  Service  Committee,  once  a layman’s 
movement  springing  from  the  inner  urge,  is  be- 
cking a professional  social  service  organiza- 
tion which  threatens  to  cut  the  spiritual  life 
of  the  Society  of  Friends  at  its  roots.  ’^I'ould 
Jesus  recognize  his  way  of  life  in  the  church 
of  today?  Every  war  is  waged  to  end  war,  it  is 
claimed.  Will  our  Service  Committee  mopping  up 
the  results  of  war  help  end  war,  or  is  it  a 
business  which  becomes  necessary  a part  of  the 
system? 

In  truth  we  are  of  the  earth,  and  most  of  us 
are  in  it  up  to  our  necks,  and  only  in  those 
brief  moments  when  the  divine  wisdom  flashes 
the  true  state  of  our  being  before  our  gaze  do 
we  realize  that  we  are  something  more  than 
earth.  William  Penn  said;  “Be  free:  Live  at 
home--in  yourselves- -I  mean,  where  lie  greater 
treasures  hid  than  in  the  Indies.’’  Institu- 
tions become  superficial  reflecting  the  world 
about  them.  The  Society  of  Friends  will  be  a 
power  in  elevating  the  life  of  men  only  in  the 
measure  that  it  possesses  the  secrets  of  the 
pinner  life--or  as  the  early  Friends  advised: 

‘ Keep  the  Inner  Watch.  ” - -Ben  Par  I in4 
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
